Bon er No. 2 — The Chu rchill G overn m en t 
gave a firm promise to Prem ier Nehru of In d ia 
that his. cou n try wou ld sit on the commission . 
Britain has been tryin g to

given . 
Bon er No. 3 — The Eisen hower A d m in istra­ 
tion fired the most popu lar of all U. S. Am bassa­ 
d ors to In d ia, Chester Bowies, 
ju st 
when

especially n eed ed a man who had the person al 
frien d ship an d con fid en ce of Prem ier Nehru . 
Ambassad or George Allen , who replaced Bowies 
is an A-J d iplomat bu t is a lon g way off yet 
from havin g Nehru 's con fid en ce. 


Bon er No 3 — John Foster Du lles tried to sell 
p n ew con feren ce on the id ea that the Eisen ­ 
hower Ad min istration had brou ght a tru ce in 
Korea by bein g tou gh with the Chin ese. When 
n ewsmen asked how come, Du lles said he had 
tipped off Prem ier Nehru that stron g action 
wou ld be taken again st Chin a, an d that this 
word w as immed iately sen t back to the Chin ese. 
Of cou rse, the Du lles statem en t also got back 
to Nehru , an d of cou rse 
he 
got 
sore. 
For 
Du lles’ statem en t pu t him in the position of 
bein g a sp> for the Chin ese. This is on e reason 
why Nehru has had his back u p abou t sittin g 
on the Korean Peace Commission . 


In d ia In flu en ces Asia—

n ation s with the In d ian people. FDR had worked 
for In d ian in d epen d en ce.

That would be two million more; 
than the previous record of 34,-; 
993,100 set last school year. 
Thurston praised the way the; 
American people “ are doing more 
than they have ever done before; 
for the education of our nation's) 
children,” but in the same state­ 
ment he said: 
“ This fall the United States will 
be short about 345.000 public ele­ 
mentary 
and 
secondary 
school 
classrooms. Three classrooms out 
of every five will be overcrowded.) 
One out of every five pupils will j 
go to school . . . in a schoolhouse j 
which does not meet minimum fire ; 
safety conditions.” 
He also said school construction; 
is not keeping pace with demands; 
and not enough persons are being j 
prepared to meet teacher needs. 
The commissioner said it was 
estimated that private and public! 
elementary schools will enroll 26,-: 
931,000 children this coming school | 
year, with more than three million; 
entering the first grade. Last year 
the enrollment was 25.349.000. 
The estimate for all secondary 
schools is 7.302,000 pupils, 
com­ 
pared with 7,028,000 last year, and 
colleges and universities are ex­ 
pected to enroll 2.500,000 compared 
with 2,400,000. 
“ By 1960,” Thurston said, “ it is! 
estimated that there will be 10 mil-) 
lion more pupils and students in 
our nation’s schools and colleges,; 
both 
public 
and 
private, 
than, 
there were last spring.” 
The commissioner said Ameri­ 
cans taxed themselves about 500 
million dollars more last year than 
the year before to provide for their 
schools; spent about 7 4 billion dol­ 
lars to operate the public schools 
and construct new buildings; and 
increased the average salary of 
the classroom teacher from about 
$3.240 to $3,400. 
Last year about 50.000 new class­ 
rooms were built, compared with 
47,000 the preceding year, to set 
new records, Thurston said, and 
another record of more than 50,- 
000 new classrooms is expected this 
academic year.
